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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior arts of record does not disclose an optical dispersion measurement 
apparatus. The apparatus comprises: an optical path via which the at least two 
modulated light beams are returned to an optical distributor and the at least two 
modulated light beams propagate in opposite directions along said optical path; means 
for outputting the at least two modulated light beams returned to the optical distributor 
from a second terminal of the optical distributor; means for detecting a time-averaged 
intensity of light output from the second terminal; means for obtaining a dependency 
between the detected time-averaged intensity and an optical modulation frequency 
applied by said optical modulation means as disclosed in claims 1-2,45-46,48,50-51,56- 
57,58. 

Prior arts of record also does not disclose an optical dispersion measurement 
apparatus wherein part of the optical path comprises optical reflection means or the 
optical modulation means includes at least one pair of optical modulators having 
mutually opposed forward modulation directions which structurally arranged and 
functionally operated as claimed in claims 52,53,54,55.
